HOU SING IN TOWNS 


—- 


LECTURE BY MR, P. C. COWAN. 

Mr. P. C. Gowan, Chief Engineering Inspector 
of the Local Government Board, delivered u 
lecture last evening on “ Housing in Towns at 
a meeting in Belfast of the Engineering Asso- 
ciation, Although most of the lecture referred 
only to housing conditions in Belfast, it yet con- 
tained some statements which apply to nous nu 
conditions generally. Much, the lecturer said, 
was expected from the Housing and lown 
Planning Act of 1909, which only appled to 
England and Scotland, but the results, so far, 


—On Tuesday after 4 have been most disappointing, only six schemes 


having been approved. The main purposes of 
the Act are to control] the direction and width 
of streets, the allocation of certain areas for 
different kinds of buildings, and the number of 
houses per acre. The Government have 
down that, as a general rule, not more than 
twelve houses per acre should be built. How- 
even disappointing the results of that Act may 
be deemed, there is no doubt whatever that a 
town plan ‘for the extension of towns is of the 
utmost value, and is practically indispensable 
for proper development. The first thing to be 
settled by such a plan is the position, direction, 
and widths of the principal streets, and this 
should be followed by efforts to secure the 
allocation of the land to the best advantage 
for the erection of suitable buildings of all 
classes. Excellent improvements by the widen- 
ing of many important main streets in Belfast 
have been secured at smal] cost, but the cost 
of widening some of the gid streets has been 
very great. For example, the widening of a 
length of 62 yards of Castle street from 55 feet 
to 46 feet cost £15,000, and the street is still too 
narrow. Some re formers hold oy móÁ that our 
cities are becoming too large, and that, instead 
of adding to them, a number €$ new towns 
should be built, with ‘populatiogg limited to 
from 30,000 to 50, 000. It may safely be said 
that never before was there so general and so 
generous a desire to ameliorate the lot of the 
working classes. Public opinion, long indifferent 
to the housing question, now demands its solu- 
tion. At present the cost of building iw doubled, 
the rate of interest on loans is twice What it 
was twenty years ago, and there is an Mcrease 
of about’ 60 per cent. in the sise of the house 
considered suitable for a family. These chamges 
make up an adverse factor of six, which cammot 
be materially reduced until the vast prior claims 
of Belgium and Northern France for goir. 
have been met. In all housing schemes caref 
attention should be given to the range in the 
accommodation required by different families 
That point is in danger of being overlooked. 
A moderate proportion of the new houses should 
be furnished with a comstant supply of hot 
water for heating and gwwezal use.

‘CHARGES AGAINST ATHLONE 


MAN. 


A District Courtmartial, presided over by 
Major N, E. Barnes, 4th Battalion Lancs. 
Regiment, assembled at Ship street Barracke, 
Dublin, yesterday, to hear charges under the 
Defence of the Realm Regulations against John

The third charge was for having in 
his possession a document headed “The

wooden box the papers in respect of which the | 


charges were brought. After his arrest the 
accused told the head constable to lock up the 
room where the box was found, as all in it be- 
longed to nim. 

Sergeant Henderson, R.I.C., Athlone, said he 
searched the hay loft, ‘and found a box of gun. 

wads and 38 bal! cartridges. Constable Blehein, 
one of the constables assisting in the search, 
picked up a revolver from the hay. 
next went to the room which he heard the 
accused say was his, and there on a plank near 
the rafters he found one ball cartridge and one 
empty case, Between the rafters he found a 
box of percussion caps and a jack-knife. 

The President pointed out that there was no 
charge in reference to the caps and knife, and 
ruled out that portion of the evidence. 

Constable John Blehein deposed to 
the revolver in fhe hay loft. 

This completed the case for the prosecution. 

The accused eaid that for the past five or six 
vears he was only home on Satur lay nights, and 
knew nothing about the revolver or ammunition, 
He was not on friendly terms with his eten- 
father, and he thought this was 4 plan of his 
to get him out of the place.

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The Revised Council of Health. 
The Irish provisions of the Health Bill 


the last twenty-four hours—vastly to their 
improvement. We are still. convinced that 
this country needs a distinct Ministry of 
Health (with an Irish Minister responsible 
to Parliament), as the basis of radical 
measures of development and reform. We 
admit freely, however, that a good deal of 
our criticism in yesterday s article is dis- 
armed by the new amendments which the 
Standing Committee has now reported to 
the House of Commons as an integral part 
of the Bill. The vital change is that which 
affects the constitution of the Council of 
Public Health. Under the clause which 


this Council’s function was merely to 
“ advise and assist’’ the Chief Secretary ; 
and it was to be composed, save for three 
persons, of existing officials of the Irish 
Government. We said yesterday that such 
a Council, so strictly official in character 
and with such limited powers, would 
neither satisfy nor stimulate the Irish 
people, and would not meet the views of 
the medical profession. We pointed out 
that the Local. Government Board 
ought not to be charged with the whole 
burden of health administration in Ire- 
land. The new clause removes some of our 
objections altogether and mitigates others. 
Mr. Samuels has made a very wise con- 
cession to Irish medical opinion and to 
public feeling, and has handled a difficult 
matter with admirable skill. ‘We “think 
that we may congratulate Dublin Uni- 
versity on the fact that the Irish part of 
the Bill, in the shape which now promises 
to be of much service to the country, is 
largely the work of its two members in 
Parliament. The Irish Council of Health, 
as defined yesterday, will be a really 
national institution. It will contain not 
three, but ten, non-official members. Four 
of these will be medical practitioners (one 
of them a woman); six will be persons of 
substantial experience in the local adminis- 
tration of public health, These ten mem- 
bers will be nominated by the Chief 
Secretary, and we shall trust Mr. Mac- 
pherson to associate, through them, the 
county councils and other democratic 
bodies with the work of the new depart- 
ment. The feature of the new clause which 
will go farthest to reconcile the country 
to certain disappointments is the constitu- 
tion of the chairmanship of the Council. 
It will be held, not, as previously 
arranged, by an already much-employed 
official, but by a medical practitioner of 
high standing who will devote his whole 
time and energy to the problems of public 
health. It is understood that this chair- 
man will have large powers of initiative. 
The new clause entitles the Council, under 
his guidance, not merely to “advise and 
assist’? the Chief Secretary, but to make 
proposals to him; and it is clear that, if 
the department is administered in the 
spirit of Mr. Samuels’s speech, such pro- 
posals will never seek the Government’s 
support in vain. We hope that the country 
will give the scheme a fair and sympathetic 
trial, and we think that Mr. Devlin— 
whose criticism has done so much to im- 
prove it—shares our hope, though he, like 
ourselves, is not wholly satisfied. Sir 
the scheme is only a beginning. It fur- 
nishes a central authority under which 
statutory powers will be sought for a 
therough reconstitution of the whole 
machinery of public health. In the mean-

Disputes and Prospects. 


The lowering clouds on the horizon of 
labour have been dissipated. Yesterday 
it was announced ‘that the Executive of 
the Miners’ Federation had agreed to refer 
the whole question of the Sankey Report 
to a ballot of the industry, and to urge 
the rank-and-file to vote in favour of its 
acceptance. There can be very little 
doubt that the men will act upon the 
advice of their leaders, and that the 
danger of a strike is at an end. On 
the heels of this satisfactory news comes 
fhe official report that the demands of the 
railwaymen have been satisfied. At a 
meeting of delegates yesterday afternoon 
it was decided to accept the generous 
terms offered by the Government. The 
remaining member of the so-called Triple 
Alliance—the Transport Workers’ Federa- 
tion—has had all its claims settled with 
the exception of questions relating to the 
hours and wages of omnibus drivers and 
conductors, and negotiations in regard to 
these matters are proceeding smoothly. 
With the appeasement of the miners, the 
railwaymen, and the transport workers, 
the prospect of an industrial war, which 
seemed imminent ten days ago, recedes 
into the category of remote possibilities. 
Ia the statement which he issued to the 
Press last night Mr. J. H, Thomas said 
that a strike of railwaymen had been 
averted by a narrow margin. If the 
firebrands had been allowed to have 
their way, the terms would have been re 
jected. That would have been an act of 
the rankest folly, for all the claims made 
by the men have been met. Mr. Thomas 
argued their case. with great pertinacity. 
On the chief points he was adamant, and 
it was onky on questions of detailthat he 
consented to modify his programme. On 
two occasions he tefused to accept the 
offers made by the Railway Executive, who 
acted for the Government during the nego- 
tiations. The terms that he has exacted 
provide that the standard working week 
shall consist of 48 hours; that a standard 
week's wages shall be guaranteed to all 
employés ; that extra pay shall be given 
for Sunday duty; that all employés, even 
casual labourers, shall receive one week's 
holiday, with pay, after twelve months’ ser- 
vice; and that the Negotiation Committees 
of the National Union of Railwaymen and 
the Associated Society of Locomotive 
Engineers and Firemen shall be recognised 
as the medium for dealing with all ques- 
tions affecting rates of pay and conditions

Financial conditions all over Europe are 
in a most critical state, and it is 
surely not too much to expect from 
the Government that it shall . set 
an example to the nation. A multipli- 
cation of departments, “employing large 
staffs, and turning out an astonishingly 
meagre amount of work, is costing the 
country a great deal of money. Reforms 


have been promised, but little has been. 


done. Extravagance seems to be a Govern- 
ment privilege, and it is high time that 
such a state of affairs should end. It is to 
be hoped that the enquiry into the Slough 
affair will show the public where the blame 
lies, and that a greater check will be placed 
on the expenditure of public money. It is 
very nice, no doubt, to build a motor 
dépót covering 600 acres of good land ; but, 
as a writer in The Times said recently, it 
is sheer megalomania.

A Reuter’s Copenhagen telegram, dated Thurs-

Scheidemann, said :—Semi-official and non-official 
foreign reports are increasing daily, in which 
fresh aggravations of the peace conditions to 
be expected are announced. Unprecedented 
sums for compensation are to be imposed, wide 
stretches of purely German territory are to be 
taken, and there are to be crushing restrictions 
in financial and military matters. Assuredly a 
racy sl asi of these alleged conditions is invented, 
in order by repetition to accustom us to these 
unheard of demands, so that the final conditions 
may seem almost bearable to us. They are also 
invented in order to create an atmosphere which 
would suffocate a protest, even against a peace 
of violence. Our people, which has been ill- 
treated by the armistice more cruelly than by 
war, has recognised this method. A cry, not of 
a Chauvinist nature, but of the deepest despair, 
an appeal to the highest Court that there is, 
to the conscience of humanity, 1s gomg up 
throughout Germany. 

Herr Scheidmann then referred to the events 
of last Sunday in Berlin, and éaid that a few 
officers of the so-called National League of 
German Officers .had taken advantage of those 
who were without political judgment for the 
purpose of political sabotage, and had organised 
a demonstration at which General Ludendorff 
was present. The instigators had again given 
their opponents ground for asserting that every- 
ing was the same as before in Germany, that 
Kaiserdom still ruled, and that Ludendorff was 
now, as before, the leading man.

LORDS AND THE COMMONS' 


AMENDMENTS, 


In the House of Lords yesterday, the Lord 
Chancellor took his seat on the Woolsack at 
4.15 p.m. 

The Public House Improvement Bill was read 
a third time and passed. 

The Commons’ amendments to the Lords’ 
amendments to the Increase of Rent and Mort- 
gage Interest (Restrictions) Bill were coh- 
sidered. | I 

The Marguie of Salisbury complained that the 
Commons had rejected all the Lords’ amend- 
ments, including one proposed by the Govern- 
ment representative in the Lords. He could 
not understand on what principle the other 
House Their proceedings were so as- 
tonishing that the House ought not to accept 
the situation without some better reasons than 
had been assigned by the other House. He 
advised the House not to insist on their amend- 
ment permitting rents to be raised by 25 per 
cent. next year, as it was carried by a very 
narrow majority. They ought, however, to in- 
sist on the amendments prohibiting sub-letting 
at exhorbitant rents. If they did not do so 


at all. They ought not to lend themselves to 
proceedings which were plainly unjust. 

Earl Curzon said he thought that this was not 
a case where the House would be justified in 
insisting on its amendments. Lord Salisbury, 
he said, admitted that the two principal amend- 
ments were carried by very small majorities. 
He had not observed that the Lords’ amend- 
mermts were backed by any large force of public 
opinion. There were very few signs of sym- 
pathy with their attitude. 

The Marquis of Crewe said that the amend- 
ments relating to sub-letting were designed to 
bas a humble class of tenant, but they had 

n treated with scant cou*esy by the Govern- 
ment in the House of Commons. | 

Viscount Midleton complained that many 
hard cases referred to in: the House of Lords 
had not been placed before the House of Com- 
mons. 

The Lord Chancellor reminded the House 
that he had advised them that it was unpolitic 
to put in an amendment enabling rents to be 
raised 25 per cent. If that had not been put 
in. their other amendments might have received 
more respectful consideration. He was bound 
to say that he was unable to follow the Com- 
mons’ reasons for disagreeing with one amend- 
ment, and he thought there must be some mis- 
apprehension. He agreed that the omission of 
any provision against sub-letting was serious, 
but at the time the amendments were made he 
had a doubt as to their validity. He concurred 
with Lord Ourzon in advising them not to in- 
sist on thetr amendments. 

my amendments were then considered in de- 
tail. - 

It was agreed that the first two principal 
amendments be not insisted upon. 

An amendment providing that if the rateable 
value of a house on August 3rd exceeded the 
standard rent, the rateable value should, as 
regarded that house, be deemed to be the 
standard rent, was insisted upon. 

The Lord Chancellor stated that he. antici- 
pated being able to get the Commons to accept 
it, because it was a mistake for the Commons 
to assert that the amendment was a substantial 
retrospective amendment to the principal Act. 

Viscount Midleton moved that the House 
should insist on the amendments prohibiting 
stib-letting at excessive rents. He said that he 
had reason to suppose that the Commons would 

ree. 

The Lord Chancellor said that if the House 
would not insist on the smaller amendment re- 
lating to separate rooms, there was a prospect 
that he might be able to obtain a concession 
on the principal amendment relating to the 
letting of furnished houses. 

After further discussion, a division was chal- 
lenged, and the amendment relating to the 
letting of separate rooms was insisted upon 
by 54 to 35. 

The Lord Chancellor said that after that ex- 

ression of opinion he moved that the Lords do 
insist on their amendment limiting the rents of 
houses let furnished. 

The motion was agreed to, without further 
discussion. 

An amendment of Lord Buckmaster’s was 
also insisted upon, providing that in the case 
of a house let at a progressive rent, under 

eement, the maximum rent payable shall be 
the standard rent. 

‘Lord Buckmaster complainéd that the Come 
mons had not understood his reasons. 

This concluded the amendments.

SIR A. GEDDES AND THE }

In the House of Commons yesterday, on a 
vote of £2,113,254 for the purposes of the 
Board of Trade, 

Captain Wedgwood Benn raised the subject 
of the restrictions of trades and of Government 
control.

It would create 
widespread unemployment in the paper-making 
industry. In Scotland many mills had already 
closed down. : 

Mr. Remer said that the paper manufacturing 
trade of this country was in a chaotic condi- 
tion owing to the announcement of the with- 
drawal of the paper import restriction. 

Mr. Bridgeman said that it was the desire 
of the Government to remove restrictions on 
exports at the earliest possible moment. The 
restrictions on the import of paper had only 
been removed to the extent of 75 per cent. of 
pre-war imports up to the end of April.

STATEMENT BY MR. J.

A conference of railwaymen was held at Unity 
House, London, yesterday, to consider the terms 
of settlement offered by the Government. After 
several hours’ deliberation, the following state- 
ment was issued to the Press by Mr. J. H. 
Thomas :-—‘‘ A verdict has just been arrived at. 
The delegates by a majority have decided to 
accept the settlement, subject to satisfaction on 
points outstanding, and have, therefore, re- 
scinded their resolution to strike. It is only fair 
to say that the issue determined to-day was the 
acceptance or strike to-morrow night. One word 
for myself. That I am satisfied with the de- 
cision it is hardly necessary to say. ‘The public 
have very litle notion how year the whole 
thing has been, and all 1 can gay is that I hope 
the railwaymen will accept the decision of their 
own elected delegates, and recognise that it 
would be sheer madness for them, by any 
sectional or spasmodic strikes, to try to alter 
the position. It is arrived at in a democratic 
way, and, while this has been a strenuous time, 
and, indeed, a dangerous time, no one is more 
thankful for the end than myself.”’ |

THE SLOUGH WORKS. 


The motion for the adjournment haying been

Sir Donald Maclean raised the question, 
which, he said, was popularly known as “ The 
Slough Scandal” in the Government’s motor 
enterprise at Slough: The case made for the 
scheme, he said, was the urgent military neces- 
sities of the ae days rae which the coun- 
try was passing last year. ut some v great 
dangers had’ occurred since these 650 acres of 
some of the best corn producing land in the 
country were taken over for the new works.

expert examiner, that the Ministry of Munitions 
should be required to give an immediate reply 
to the inquiry of the War Office as to the 
availability of alternative premises, and that 
the Government should review the question of 
proceeding with the works. No reply was ever 
given to those recommendations. In the mean- 
while, «a contract was iven to Messrs. 
MacAlpine, who took over the work six weeks 
after the armistice, and work was still pro- 

ing. The bald facts of the case justified 
requesting that there should be an inquiry into 
the whole transaction by a Select Committee of 
the House, either jointly with the House of 
Lords, or otherwise, and that the inquiry should 
be a public inquiry. 

Sir Charles Sykes reminded the last speaker 
that the war would not be over until peace had 
been ratified.

break of the Russian revolution the number oi 
societies in the country had increased enor- 
mously. At the outbreak of the war there were 
35,000 co-operative societies in Russia, and at 
the present moment there were 54,000, and they 
had been permitted to carry on the organisation 
without hindrance from the various Govern- 
mens, and had been enabled to pertect the 
organisation of their industry and trade. Even 
im these countries they found that when disputes 
between Labour and Capital occurred, and the 
wisdom of statesmen 4s strained to effect a 
solution, the standa@rl of right dealing between 
man and man in the industrial order was re- 
cognised to be that adopted by th co-opera- 
tive society. When a question as to fair prices

FISHING SOCIETIES. 
*%r. Anderson mentioned that, pone the 
example of Father Faraher, of the Arran 
Islands, it was intended to form fishing societies 
for the fishermen of the Claddagh (Galway) who 
were now being demobilised from the Army. 
The idea was to offer these men an investment 
for the war gratuities which they would receive, 
and with the fund to procure g¢ gea-goin 
bouts and equipment. The parish priest o 
Galway was anxious that the idea would 
materialise. It was to be MS that the ancient 
| ceremony of blessing the fishing at the opening 
| of tho season would be revived. There used to 
| te tremendous competition as to which boat the 
| blessing would, be pronounced from, and, in 
order to avoid the scenes that occurred, Sir 

Henry Bellew had placed a boat of his own, 

which did not fish, at the disposal of the priest 
jor the bishop. (Laughter.) That ceremony, he 
| hoped, would form part of the constitution of 
the society. Fish was scarce in Ireland, and 
the curious thing was that some of the fish 
caught off the Irish coast and landed was sent 
to Grimsby, whence it came back to Ireland, 
and not in the best condition. If fishing 
societies could be established not only at the 
Claddagh, but at Arran, Dingle, and Dun- 
more, it would be a good thing. (Hear, hear.) 

FINANCES OF THE ORGANISATION. 

The Chairman said that there had been a 

steady increase in the funds subscribed by the 
societies and in the affiliation fees, and also in 
individual subscriptions from members of the 
1.A.0.8. But that incredse was ae nothing in 
proportion to the increased demands and the 
cost of working the organisation. The cost of 
travelling, maintenance, expenses, etc., was 
beyond all that they could reasonably expect 
from the societies, and there was no prospect 
of securing that position of independence for 
which the 1.4.0.5. was striving. They were 
hampered by restrictions imposed upon them in 
return for the grant received from the Govern- 
ment under the reconstruction echeme for Ire- 
land. No euch restrictions were imposed on the 
similar organisation in England. It was 
eminently to be desired that they should be 
able to give the country the full benofit of 
co-operation in all its branchee. The farmers 
themselves realised this, and from all quarters 
there were appeals for the organisation of 
general purposes societies in villages and towns; 
but, so long as they were dependent upon 
Government aid in the measure that was 
accorded to them, they were prevented from 
giving any help. It was a pity that the 
country should be deprived of these advan- 
tages, and that what was denied to Ireland wae 
allowed to England and Scotland, each of which 
received Jarger grants than Ireland did. But 
Í thahs organisation would struggle on, and he 
| hoped the time would shortly come when they 
| would be able to-rely upon their own resources

The total receipts 
from theee three sources amounted to £7,386, 
or just about half of what wae required to run 
the society. The work of the society last 
vear cost about £15,000, and that wonld prob- 
ably be balanced by the income from all sources. 
An appeal which had gone againet them in the 
House of Lords had already cost £1,400, and 
more would have to be paid. If the members 
of the society had been loyal to it, that action 
would not have occurred, for there would have 
been no necessity for the rule which was now 
considered to have been !unduly repressive.

even with revolutionary Governments, and the 
reason was that in the co-operative society they 
had all the advantages without the disadvan- 
tages of Socialism. They had put at the,service 
of every member of the organisation the united 
resources of the whole.’ That was the idea that 
Socialists held out. They were in their societies 
united bodies, using the resources of the entire 
group to promote the well-being of every in- 
dividual member. They imposed no restriction 
on human liberty. Whatever convulsions might 
take place in the labour or capitalist world, 
they should find always that men who loved 
liberty and were concerned for the industrial 
development of the country would be the friends 
and favourers of co-operation. (Applause.) 
With regard to their annual report, it showed 
steady. progress. They had increased their 
numbers, and had cut off from the Assotiation 
the useless, rotten branches. They had estab- 
lished milling and bacon-curing societies, cheese 
factories, etc., and here in Ireland they had one 
society, composed of plain, humble men, with 
no special knowledge, that had the courage to 
take up an active manufacturing industry itself, 
and had carried it to a very remarkable suc- 
cess. (Hear, hear.) He called. attention to the 
fact that, to test the demand made by working- 
men in certain parts of England, the Govern- 
ment offered to put et their disposal the national 
sh@yards and factories which had become un- 
necessary for purposes of war work, and ,the 
question was asked if they would take control 
of a mine, and the men who were clamouring 
for control of these industries declined, when 
the challenge was thrown out, to accept the re- 
sponsibility. They thought it wiser that the 
State should remain owner of the factories and 
mines and control them. Here in Ireland at 
least one society had had the courage to launch 
out without Government assistance, or without 
factory or shipyard being put at their disposal— 
to launch out into the realm of manufacture 
pure and simple, and work it by their own 
resources, and put together the money necessary 
to start the industry, build a factory, seek the 
proper markets to buy and sell, and organise the 
industry and make it thoroughly co-operative 
and successful. This was done by peasant men 
and women, and they had been able to employ 
300 workers, and do a trade which the year 
hefore last reached the sum of £30,000. In con- 
clusion, the Chairman eaid that for the happi- 
ness and welfare of the nation the idea they 
should aim at was, instead of carrying people 
from the land to the towns, they should carry 
the manufactures to the country, and locate 
them in the fmmediate neighbourhood of the 
people themselves. In a district where there 
was a large number of small farmers they might 
have an industry in which the surplus labour 
could find employment: in the seasons when it 
was not wanted for agricultural purposes. If 
ihat were done the homes of the people would 
not be broken up, and they could live under far 
happier conditions than they could possibly do 
in crowded cities. (Hear, hear.) The fact that 
co-operative societies were undertaking and de- 
veloping manufactures in any shape or form 
was one upon which they were entitled to con- 
- gratulate themselves. Applause.) 

Colonel Sir Nugent Everard seconded the 
motion for the adoption of the report. 


CLEAN PURE MILK REQUIRED. 


Sir Hen Grattan Bellew suggested that 
some steps should be taken to see that creamery 
societies supplied clean and pure milk, and also 
to see that the homes from which milk came 
were in a sanitary condition. (Hear, hear.) 

The Chairman said that the Cowsheds Order 
dealt with that matter, 

Sir Henry said that he wanted more than 
that. The homes of the people who supplied 
milk to the public should be looked after. 

The Chairman—The Ministry of Health will 
look after them when it comes. 
deed. be an admirable thing if those creameries 
which supplied milk to the towns should supply 
not only clean, but unadulterated milk. 4 ear, 
hear.) It was a lamentable thing to find that 
a creamery sent milk to Dublin with 4 per 
cent. of added water in it. Of twenty-six samples 
that were taken it was found that every one of 
them had been adulterated, and that one had 
40 per cent of water in it. It was an awkward 
thing for cooperators, who promoted those 
creameries for the welfare of farmers and of 
the whole community, to be confronted with a 
thing of that kind, and he called attention to it 
in the presence of so many gentlemen interested 
in the reputaticofi of the movement and of all 
their societies, so that some action might be 
taken to prevent the recurrence of such * aeecí- 

ts,” as they were i. ,

can be properly initiated is stupendous. All 
wo hope to do under this bill is to start the 
central authority, under which, afterwards, 
owers will be sought for the purpose of 
ringing in the mechanism by which the loca! 
authorities will have an opportunity of doing, 
and, if necessary, will be made to do, what: is 
necessary for the public health of the 
country. That ie a matter for subse- 
quent legislation, Further, statutory powers 
must sought to enable that to be 
brought about. The thing that we were most 
anxious for, and which we have succeeded in 
obtaining here, was to ensure that the health 
service for Ireland, instead of being relegated 
to an already overworked department, should be 
“aa py under one central authority, with some 
ndividual, or group of individuals, on whom 
the duty would’ develve of making it a proper 
health service. Under this clause I think we 
have obtained that, and, while 1 expected, like 
the hon. member” who has just spoken, to see 
the registered medical practitioner, who is the 
head and responsible man of the Ministry, at 
| the top,of the alphabetical list, I do not attach 
very much importance to his position there, for 
that, after all, is only a matter of form, and if 
be has got the power, and if on him the re- 
sponsibility devoives, IT do not care, for my 
part, whether he comes in in this clause under 
A or 7. With these remarks, 1 beg to express 
my approval of what we have got. think it is 
the best that could be done under the very diffi- 
cult circumstances that exist in Ireland. it 
would not have been possible to start a Ministry 
of Health entirely free from the Local Govern- 
ment Board. There aré an enormous number of 
Statutes, running, I believe, into hundreds, 
which bear on health in Ireland, and the only 
body in that country which is really conversant 
with them is the Local Government Board, go 
that we must have their help, directly or in- 
directly. I think that we shall be able to obtain 
that here, and, at the same time, we shall have 
one man. who will be able to devote his whole 
time and give all the attention that is necessary 
to these very complex and very important mat- 


ters. 
THE INITIATION OF RESEARCH. 

Sir William Whitla expressed his - profound 
gratitude to the Attorney-General for putting 
the amendment on the paper. He thought that 
it had been decided that among the duties of 
the chief official should be the initiation and 
direction of research. Thig was not a matter of 
detail, but an important matter of vital prin- 
ciple, and it certainly should be inserted in the 
bill. That duty was already devised in the case 
of England, and it should be copied in the 
extension to Ireland. He wished that the man 
who would be the chief official would be the best 
man that Ireland could possibly produce, be- 
cause he had absolute faith in the Chief Secre- 
tary and the Attorney-General in this matter. , 

MR. DEVLIN’S CRITICISM. 


Mr. Devlin said that the House of Commons 
had .acted upon the instructions of its masters 
in all these matters of Irish affairs, and had de- 
cided to include Ireland in a purely health 
measure. That was an unsatisfactory way of 
dealing with a matter so vital to the interests of 
Ireland. If a clause of that character could be 
so satisfactory, how was it that the wise and 
canny Scotch—perbaps, the most admirable race 
in the world—(laughter)—admirable in judging 
what was best for themselves—(renewed laugh- 
ter)—should have a bill of their own without 
asking? Ireland got what it did not want, be- 
cause a minority in Ireland wanted what it did 
not want. In conformity with political policy, 
it was declared that the only legislation that 
could apy to Ireland was legislation that ap- 
plied to England; they did not care whether it 
was good or bad. He was deeply and bitterly 
opposed to the solution of the health problem 
by the inclusion of clauses for Ireland in the 
provisions of this bill, 1t was a very unsatis- 
actory method. The only thing 


make this evil transaction as workable as pos- 
sible. He understood that the new clause was 
the result of the joint wisdom of a council of 
ten that had met the other day, and he noticed 
that it practically included all the amendments 
that he had proposed. 

THE CONSULTATIVE COUNCIL. 


He did, however, want it stated in the bill 
who were the proper persons to constitute the 
additional members of the Consultative Council. 
He objected to leaving it to the Chief 
Secretary for Ireland. He had suggested that 
the approved societies of  tliree-quarters 
of a million members should be represented. 
That would mean representation for that Class 
of the population for whom the bill had been 
introduced. He had also suggested the General 
Council of County Councils, the great body that 
represented agricultural Ireland, and also the 
municipal authorities—these were all responsible 
men, and he wanted them included and their 
names stated. Finally, one of those members 
ought to be a woman. There was -no public 
work in which women were more deeply and 
profoundly interested—more deeply than men— 
than the work of public health. It was a very 
proper change that the Chairman of the Board 
should be a doctor. 

OBJECTION TO THE LOCAL GOVERNMENT 
BOARD. 

If the administration of public health had 
been given to the Local Government Board the 
Irish sang would not, have touched it with a 
forty-foot pole. It was the taint of pauperism 
that the Irish people, with their national pride, 
resented. One great cause of the success of the 
Insurance Act in Ireland was because it freed 
the people from the taint. So long as matters 
stood as they did, and they had no. voice in the 
government of their own country, and nothing 
that they could say would be accepted by the 
Government, the only thing that they could do, 
if legislation was forced upon Ireland, was to 
make that legislation as satisfactory as possible.

RECONSTRUCTION AND CO-OPERATION. 

Mr. Anderson eaid that the Organisation should 
be prepared to take ite part in the work of re- 
construction. The Reconstruction Association 
which had been established by Sir Horace 
Plunkett before he went to America was setting 
up e number of Sub-Committees to investigate 
the various problems of reconstruction which 
affect us in Ireland, in order that they might 
be able to make suggestions to the Ministry, 
and that Ireland might participate in the 
benefits which might arise. One of these Sub- 
Committees would deal with agriculture, and 
his suggestion was that ae Sub-Committee should 
be appointed there that day to look after their 
needs. With labourers asking for 5Us. a week 
there was a danger of the agricultural] indus- 
try being destroyed, and it would, therefore, 
lead to the destruction of the agricultural 
labourer as a clases. One great thing which the 
labourer wanted was instruction and training 
in” his ephere of labour. 

Rev. FE. F. Campbell. moved, and Sir Henry 
G. Bellew seconded :—*‘ That it is essential, in 
che interest of this country, that in any scheme 
of reconstruction in Ireland, its operation 
should be entrusted to a purely Irish body.” 

The resolution was passed. 

THE MILK SUPPLY. 

The Chairman said that during the past 
winter the supply of milk to the towns was 
lamentably short, and the sufferings of the 
poor in Dublin were painful to witness. The 
price of milk was very high. The creameries in 
the country would have supplied milk at about 
ls. 6d. a gallon, but they did not see why they 
should send their produce to Dublin at that 
price, and allow the person who received it to 
make a profit of ls. 4d. or ls. 6d. a gallon on 
it, and so the creameries had to raise their 
prices. The problem of the milk supply was 
an exceedingly knotty one, and he hoped that 
geome solution of it would be found. i 

In the discussion which followed it was 
pointed out that the De ent of Agriculture 
bad caused a diminution in the number of 
milch cows; and also that farmers found it 
more profitable to fatten cattle for beef than 
to keep them as dairy cattle. The farmers, it 
was said, were hampered by scarcity of labour, 
and the disinclination of men to do the milking. 

On the motion of Mr. H. Barbour, seconded 
by Mr. Dermod O’Brien, a resolution wag 
adopted requesting the 1.A.0.8. to appoint a 
Commission to inquire into the present position 
and future prospects of Irish dairy farming, 
with a view to finding a remedy, and that the 
co-operative societies be represented on the 
Commission.

Sir Kingsley Wood said that he was authorised 
to state that the Attorney-General for Ireland

Preaching from the text, “ The saying 3, 
death is swallowed up in victory ” (1 Cor. xv., 
54), the Archbishop said that these words 
were written of a great deliverance, the de- 
liverance of Israel trom the armed hosts of 
Assyria, in the ancient days. St. Paul took 
it up, and gave it the new and deeper mean- 
ing which it bore when viewed in the light 
of the resurrection of Christ. But the vision 
of the prophet who first gave expression to 
this great thought was not so wide and far- 
reaching. ‘‘ Death ie swallowed up in victory.” 
For Isajah that victory was the conquest of 
the Assyrian armies, who had been a menace to 
Jerusalem and to the freedom of Israel. God 
had granted that, and he gave Ged thanks. 
The fighting was over. It had ended guddenly, 
gloriously. No longer did Israel walk in the 
valley of the shadow of death. There would 
be no more tears. It was. not unlike their 
own case. The anxiety and the anguish and 
the bereavements of war had passed away— 
passed away, they would fain hope, for many. 
years, if not for ever. They thanked God 
that’ it was so, thanked Him for victory, and 
for the coming peace. " That month last year 
death menaced many homes, entered many. 
But now may they not say” that death was 
ewallowed up in _ victory. And yet there 
were many in that congregation who could 
not say the great words in such a sense as 
that. It was possible, perhaps, for those

But 
cerfainly for those present that afternoon, who 
were saying their prayers in their pride 
and in their tears, death was — not 
ewallowed up in _ victory so completely 
that. they forgot the price paid for it. They 
could never forget.

besides, from other schools. That was part of 
the price that they had paid. Most of those 
boys.were not soldiers by profession, Many of 
them had settled down to their life’s work in 
distant lands. But the call came: they did not 
hesitate or falter. | 
Proudly you gathered, rank on rank, to war 
As who had heard God's message from afar. 
All you had hoped for, all you had, you gave 

lo save mankind—yourselves you scorned to save. 

‘They had gained many decorations, one being 
given the Victoria Cross, They had borne 
themselves valiantly, That was what they ex- 
pected of the boys from those Dublin schools 
which had always been nurseries of brave and 
loyal men and good citizens. Perhaps, they did 
not ail understand how deep in the hearts of 
their boys—idle boys and careless boys as well 
as steady boys—was the great tradition of the 
Cross, which taught the world that self-sacrifice, 
not self-seeking, was the highest ideal of life for 
a Christian man. Those boys died that the 
world might be freed, died that they at home 
might live. - ; 

Speaking to the boys present from the schools, 
His Grace said—My sons, you who are here from 
the Dublin schools, this is the tradition of 
honour which you inherit. We look to you to 
take the places of your comrades and predeces- 
sors who have died. In peace and in war this 
is the Chrostian tradition, that he who would 
follow in the steps of the great Captain, Christ, 
must be ready to give up all self-seeking, all 
self-indulgence, all that makes life rich and full, 
to give up life itself when duty and honour call. 
This is the austere message of the Cross. And 
you will best learn the deeper teachings of the 
Cross, which go to the roots of our Christian 
life, if you learn in the simple ways of daily 
duty and daily comradeship to follow the ex- 
ample of the men who were ready to die rather 
than stand aside in security while the great 
crusade was boing fought and won. “' Death is 
swallowed up in victory.” Aye, but death comes 
first. And that is what we cannot forget, we 
mourners, Lift up your hearts to the higher 
victory of which the Apostle speaks to us. The 
saying of the prophet is only true without 
qualification and without reserve in the light of 

/hristian hopes. And this is our hope, even the 
hope which St. Paul proclaims in his great 
Hymn of Resurrection. The Jarger life is be- 
yond, where those boys have gone in their glow- 
ing and radiant youth. Death is not the end 
nor do the faithful who have passed through 
count it the end. Nay, for them “' Death is 
swallowed up in victory,” in the victory of the 
new life. They are more than conquerors hence- 
forth. And not only they, but we also. if only 
we seek and claim a share in the victory of the 
Cross. And this shall be St. Paul’s parting 
message ío-day: “In all these things we are 
more than conquerors through Him that loved 
us. For am persuaded that neither death nor 
life, nor things present nor things to come, nor 
height nor depth, nor any other creature shall 
be able to separate us from the love of God 
which is in Christ Jesus our Lord.”

It represents over 17,000 British 
firms, whose total capital je estimated a 
£5.000,000,000, and whose employés number over 
4,000,000. This hugs organisation does not re- 
semble in any way a trust or combine, designed 
to control supply in the interest of ite owners. 
It is merely an aggregation of manufacturers, 
whose ‘object it ie to watch over and develop 
the interests of British industry as a whole, to 
better the conditions of the workers, and thus 
to work towards peace in the labour world. 
It bears to the industrial world a kind of 
analogy to the League of Netiona in the 
political world, Every firm belonging to the 
federation retains all its own right of individual 
control, fixes its own prices, finds its own mar 
kets, and, in so far as it may not be antago- 
nistic to trade as a whole, is in competition 
with the rest. Every line of British manufac- 
turing is represented except banking; chipping 
importing does not come within its province. 

body of this kind can wield great power. 

r one thing, it is the mouthpiece of the whole 
manufacturing community. Ite functions of 
self-government are carried out by division 
of its members into seventeen groups. Every 
group is divided into sub-groups; and again, 
where necessary, every sub-group is divided into 
sub-sections. 

Every one of these bodies becomes more 
and more representative of special interests, 
and, electing their own councils, they can get 
very rapidly the expression of opinion on any 
matter affecting the whole of any industry. 
The membership is also classified according to 
locality, so that, by a different grouping, it 
is possible to ascertain at once the wishes or 
suggestions of all the manufacturers in one 
district in affairs that affect them as a whole. 
It is, therefore, in a position to 
perform the work of a private com- 
mission of inquiry in collecting and 
disseminating authoritative expert opinion. It 
has received recognition and co-operation from 
the British Government. Comprising as it does 
members of all political parties, i can itself 
stand for no one creed, but treat§ British in- 
terests on a national scale. Finally, it can be- 
come more and more a mediating influence in 
industrial disturbance, for it will readily lend 
itself to the unification of conditions of labour 
in all trades, and for expressing the views of 
manufacturers as a whole, as trade unions do 
for the workers. 

What the Governments of France and Great, 
Britain did to promote a better undgratanding 
between the two nations in pre-war days the 
Federation of British Industries is striving to 
bring about in the two commercial communities. 
Nearly all the manufacturing plant of the world 
has been stopped for five years. The whole 
world is crying for manufacturéd goods. It is 
in our highest interests that our military victory 
should be consummated by commercial con- 
quests. It is our own interest that France. 
shall enjoy the largest possible share of the 
world’s trade in preference to Germany. 

The Lyons Fair instituted three years ago in 
France is destined to become the commercial 
Mecca that Leipzig was before the war. In 
1918 only 130 British firma,took part. In 1919 
we had 330 representatives. The Federation 
had its delegation at Lyons to let France know 
what English firms were prepared to do. Many 
British firms were offering to French manufac- 
turers up to three years’ credit to let France 
have the machinery to start her industries at 
once. The more France exports the more she 
will be able to buy, and preference will certainly 
be fostered for British goods. 

But we have still much campaign work to do 
vet in France, much prejudice against imme- 
diate importing of machinery and other things 
to overcome. The hampering official restrictions 
of pre-war birth, which the war has increased, 
must be abolished. We must give a more care- 
ful study to the peculiarities of our neighbour's 
market, reform our systems of currency, 
weights and meagures to a decimal basis, lay 
down a more definite fiscal policy, reform of 
the Consular service along commercia! lines, 
hasten the completion of the Channel Tunnel, 
simplification of the passport system, and, most 
important, provide for more practical teaching of 
the French language from an earlier age. 

In all these developments Ireland must de- 
mand her share. Irish linen has always been 
held in the highest esteem by the French; Irish 
whiskey and porter were great, favourites before 
the war; our shipbuilding trade will be working 
at full epeed for years to come. But new sources 
of wealth must be found. The fullest support 
must be given to the Federation and to all 
movements binding together the British and 
French peoples. More study must be given by 
each side to the other. On our mutual de- 
pendence and prosperity will be built up the 
surest guarantees for our future peace Phe wel- 
fare.

A DISAPPOINTING ATTENDANCE. 

A Sinn Fein meeting was held last night in 
the Town Hall, Kingstown. It was very poorly 
attended, and most of the audience were women.

must depend upon the eilicient service rendered 
by the medical professiong which, if. allowed to | 
remain in its present chaotic condition, must | 
perforce interfere with the administration of | 
any public health bill that the Government | 
may attempt to pass through the House of | 
Commons. If, however, the Government refuse 
to consider this objection, and press on with 
their two bills, there are some amendments 
which would improve both measures. The in- 
spection of school children should, in the first 
instance, be entrusted to the dispensary doctors. 
It ie a most important and necessary duty, 
which should have been in force in this country, 
-as it has been in England, long ago. Every | 
county should,sof course, have ite public officer | 
of health, with a sufficient staff of assistant in- | 
spectors, who should occasionally visit and | 
cheek the work of the dispensary doctors. The | 
roads are controlled by a county surveyor and. 
his assistants.- Why should the public health, 
which is of such immense importance to the 
State, not be similarly controlled by a medical | 
officer of health with his staff of trained | 
assistants ? 

The medical officer of health should be the 
tuberculosis medical officer. In the vast 
majority of Irish districts it would be absurd 
to keep up these two positions, entailing 
enormous and most unnecessary expense. The 
officer holding this appointment should be 
thoroughly trained and experienced, and should 
possess the diploma in public health. It ia all 
very well to suggest these reforms, but their 
whole success depends upon the enforcement 
of ihe law, and, if this is left in the hands of 
the unpaid magistrates, the law will be laughed 
at, as it » Rar Re endo lye gS instances. 
In the children’s bill [ see that it i 
that the school children should “RS ai 
when found delicate, largely at the expense of 
the State. This would seem to me entirely 
unnecessary. If the medical inepecting officer 
of a school detects a child with disease, all he 
should have to do would be to exclude it from 
school until the ailment was set right, at 
the same time plainly stating what was wrong, 
and advising that the child should see the 
family doctor—just as now soldiers seeking 
pensions are advised by the examining doctors. 

There are many other considerations of 
almost equal importance which require the 
most careful consideration before an Irish 
public health bill can be advantageously applied 
to Ireland. It ia a great advantage to the 
country that we have now two such able 
representatives of the Irish medical profession 
in the House of Commons as Sir W. Whitla 
and Sir Robert Woode, who, I have no doubt, 
will eee that no bill is passed which will be 
ineficient and worthless. I shall conciude 
with a warning that no public health bill will 
give satisfaction to the ‘Irish medical profession 
which ia liable to be controlled, as Mr. Devlin
